As good a judge as Henry 
McDaniel said yesterday: **The winner this s«msoh 
will have to l>e not only a game horse, but a racer 
of phenomenal s|M.*ed,” Mr. McDaniel trained Key 
el Santa Anita when that colt won the American 
Derby. He knows the kind of a raeer it takes to 
win a great Derby and he says that this is the sort 
of a liorsK* that will have to .show up or a lilly will 
at last win a Kentucky Dt*rby on May lo. 

.Vnother trainer said: “The imprt'ssion that Round 
the World will not go the Derby route, one mile and 
a »piarf(*r. is hardl.v logical. The sup|K*sitiou comes 
from the fact that so many horses jmssessing. like 
her. a i-4'cord- breaking turn /*f early sp4*ed. have 
faib'd wluMi it eanic to covering a givater distance 
tiian a mile. They hav»* in mind hors«*s like Rose- 
tarn and Dr. Hastirouck and forget racers of the Sy- 
Nonb.v and Hermis ty|M*. Sin* has all the chara<*teris- 
ties'of the latter tyin* and many of the stars to 
whhh she is kin through her faimais dam scor<Mi 
Iheir most brilliant turf triumphs wh4*ii racing over 
a <*onslderable distance of grouml.’’

Famous Old Track, Remodelled, Spic and Span for 
Saturday's Opening — Prospects Roseate. 



Baltimore, Md., April 27. — Pimlico, remixlelled and 
in a new dress of paint, looks spic and span for the 
opening of the spring season of racing here on 
.Saturday. Many" improvements have be<*u made 
since last fall, most important of wliich has been 
the widening of the b:u*kstr<*tcli and the adilition 
of the large and eomuuniious eluiibouse and grounds 
formerly ocenpie«l liy the Country Club. Thest* grounds 
are now a part of the Maryland .Io<key Club’s plant 
and .Maryland’s most exclusive set will gather here 
during the meeting to witness the Imttles of the 
tluiroughbreds. 

Never bi'fore were the prospects so bri^t for a 
successful meeting. Gathcretl here are soim* of the 
liest iKirses in the country and with them have come 
a large following of racing enthusiasts. Many of 
the equine battles fought over this famous old rac- 
ing ground in the past have gone (kiwn in turf 
bistor>- as among the greatest contests ever witnessed 
in this country, and while the cr»»wds ibis spring 
may not be as large as in the old days, still the.v 
promise to be rtfciwd-breaking so far as recent years 
are concerned. .August lielmout’s big string is 
already here, besides those of every other prominent 
eastern turfman.

A VETERAN KENTUCKY TRAINER. 

T. II. Stevens is one of the old-.si-hool Kentucky 
trainers. For tliirty years or more he has been rais- 
ing and racing horses throughout the country, and he 
is active and energetie. He was l»orn on the farm 
ill Madison County, Ky.. w'here Daniel Boone first 
settleil and fought the Indians, and .Mr. Stevens is 
proud of the fact. His father owned the historical 
farm before him and at his death passed it on. “1 
was never taken with the plai-e much, though,” 
said he, “because there was n’t much chance to raise 
hors<*s. so I s^ild out .some time ago and ^jought an- 
other farm in old Kentucky, where I bred sriine 
horses wlileli were genuine racers.” 

.Mr. Stevens has bred and raced such well-known 
thoroughbreds as Biu'kwa, W’yetb, Kiildons and Ra- 
mus among others. He recently sold his breeding 
establishment in Kentneky, but still has about 
twenty iiioodmares. ’‘’iliey say rai'ing is in a de- 
cline,” he said, “blit I have been in it ever since I 
quit farming in Kentucky, and I gue.<s 1 will go 
right on racing horses for the next thirty years. 
It’s a grand sport, if lU’Mperly regulated, and 1 
know such an old game is not going to lay down 
.and die just yet.”
